This  gives  a crude  death-rate  of  12*2  per  1,000  of  the  population.  When  corrected  with  the 
comparability  factor  *(*76;  the  standardised  death-rate  is  9*2  as  compared  with  a figure  (provisional)  of 
11*7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  below  the  average  for  Hale, 

* The  comparability  factor  takes  account  of  the  sex  and  ago  distribution  of  the  population  and 
makes  the  figures  more  comparable  with  that  of  other  areas.  Hence  after  standardisation  the  death-rate 
is  below  the  average  for  the  country.  The  large  proportion  of  deaths  are  due  to  conditions  associated 
with  old  age.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARE,',. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Two  houses  were  provided  with  a mains  water  supply  during  the  year,  and  there  now  remain  only  two 
houses  without  mains  water.  Their  existing  well  supply  is  not  Satisfactory,  but  the  houses  are  several 
hundred  yards  from  the  nearest  main. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  of  excellent 
quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in 
the  area. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  supply: - 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  of  a satisfactory  quality  during  the  year. 

2.  Eighty  (80)  samples  of  the  distributed  T.u.  No. 3 and  4 supply  wore  examined  during  tho  year, 
with  the  following  results:-

The  help  of  the  Department  was 
sought  on  16  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including  wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldccide  and  Cymag  were 
successfully  used.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tip  was  entirely  without  crickets  during  the  year.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  was  only  1 unsatisfactory  sample  during  tho  year.  The 
circumstances  wore  referred  to  the  County  Milk  Advisory  Officer. 

The  13  samples  submitted  far  tubercle  bacilli  examination  proved  negative  - only  one  out  of  the 
last  126  samples  since  1 943  has  been  affected. 

All  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  ilonsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 


ICE  CREAM  PREMISES. 

Ice  Cream  is  now  manufactured  for  sale  at  only  1 premises  in  the  district.  In  that  caso  tho 
hot  mix  is  used  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment/  Regulations,  1947  - 52.  Ice  Cream  is 
also  sold  at  26  other  premises  in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions  - in  23  of  those 
premises  only  prepacked  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 


INSPECTION  OF  HEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  arc  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  In  tho  main  Butchers  obtain 
their  moat  supplies  from  Altrincham  and  Manchester.

The  Council  maintained  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  throughout  the  year.  The  Department  has  one 

5.2  D,  Fore  2 aft  Tipper,  which  proved  entirely  satisfactory  in  its  first  year  of  service,  and  two  other 

5 .2  D,  Freighters,  making  3 vehicles  in  all. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  emptied  froe  of  chargo  by  the  Council  as  required.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  arc  at  present  122  houses  in  the  district  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

All  refuse  is  disposod  of  by  controlled  tipping  - available  tipping  space  abovo  water  level  on 
the  site  is  becoming  very  short,  A causeway  is  being  constructed  across  the  pond  on  the  tip  site  to  cut 
off  a portion  of  the  pond  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  utiliso  for  tipping  during  tho  coming  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  tho  Councils  workmen,  trained  in  disinfestation  methods.

poison  baits  wore  subsequently  laid  in  these, 

A 10ji  test  was  conducted  in  September  and  revealed  evidence  of  rats  in  7 out  of 
63  manholes  baited,  there  being  600  foul  sewer  manholes  in  tho  area. 

As  a result  of  this  test,  treatment  was  confined  to  43  manholes,  and  these 
showed  evidence  of  rats  in  11,  and  poisoning  was  effected  in  13  manholes. 

The  Council  continued  to  treat  duelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  free  of  charge.
